How to Begin 


Plan before you plant! 


Decide whether you want to plant for your family 
alone, or produce more by pooling the time, seed and 
experience of neighbors in a community project. 


Then select, if possible, a sandy loam soil, which 
gives maximum growth of crop and is most easily 
kept in good physical condition. The plot should be 
at or near home to conserve time and keep its progress 
under observation. Have the plot away from large 
trees, and protected from heavy prevailing winds. 
An adequate supply of water should be available. 
Tools needed are spade, hoe, rake and small hand 
sprayer or duster. 


What to Plant 


To your right are three suggested plots adequate 
for a family of four. They measure roughly 50x50 feet. 
Using these as a guide, and consulting the tastes of 
your family, lay out your own charts. A small garden 
well tended with crops planted successively, will pro- 
duce many times more than a larger, carelessly kept 
one. 


Select a portion of your plot, off to one side, for 
rhubarb, asparagus, artichoke, berries and other 
crops that remain in one place for several years. 
Group together all crops requiring a long growing 
season. 


Succession cropping conserves space and labor. 
Warm weather crops such as corn, tomatoes, egg- 
plant and peppers can follow early spring plantings 
of peas, carrots, turnips, and beets. 


Companion cropping — the growing of closely 
planted, quick maturing crops between slower matur- 
ing ones spaced far apart—is good garden practice. 
The former matures before the latter have made much 
growth. This is good practice on limited plots if there 
is adequate fertility and moisture. Not until you have 
made a complete plot of your garden, showing early 
spring, late spring and summer plantings, are you 
ready to prepare the soil.

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Preparing the Soil 


Test carefully the physical character of 
your garden soil. A loose, loam soil can be 
turned early in the spring. A heavier soil must 
have longer to dry out or the soil will not make 
a finely pulverized seed bed. Dig deep! It 
aerates the soil and allows moisture to pene- 
trate and gives ample room for root crops to 
grow. Never plant until the soil is worked into 
a loose crumbly condition, with the top layer 
finely worked. 


Fertilizing 


Barnyard manure is an ideal fertilizer as it supplies 
both plant and food elements and organic matter to 
lighten the soil. If not obtainable, 2 to 3 pounds per 
square foot of commercial fertilizer scattered over the 
turned soil and worked in a few days before sowing 
the seed, is advisable. After the plants are up and 
well established, side dressings of fertilizer will accel- 
erate the growth. Do not place the fertilizer on or too 
close to the plants. 


Planting 


Sturdier plants for your garden can be obtained if 
the seed is sown in flats or shallow boxes of soil under 
glass sash (cold frames or hot beds). Under such con- 
ditions seed can be sown earlier, and earlier harvests 
result. The average home gardener may well be con- 
tent to sow seed in the months indicated by charts, 
directly into the garden plot. 

Scatter the seed in shallow trenches; long straight 
rows will facilitate later cultivation. Be careful not to 
sow too deep. If your seed bed is finely prepared, the 
smaller seed should be planted quite shallow—just 
deep enough to have moisture to germinate. Larger 
seeds up to 2 or more inches deep. Firm the soil after 


covering.

Cultivating 


Keeping the soil cultivated around the plants while 


they are still small, will keep out weeds and preserve 
the moisture in the layers of soil where the young 
plant's root system is feeding. Do not cultivate so close 
to the young plants as to disturb their root systems. 
A hand cultivator worked between the roots saves 
many hours with the hoe. 


Combating Pests 


Beetles, snails, worms and the larvae of many in- 
sects do countless thousands of dollars damage year- 
ly. Control methods are listed in the vegetable bul- 
letins of the state colleges. Many of the powders and 
sprays used are poisonous to humans and domestic 
animals and must be used carefully according to 


directions. 


Harvesting 


Pick all crops promptly when ready, thus insuring 
the maturing of the unripened fruit still on vines or 
bushes. Eat or share with your neighbor each suc- 
cessive crop harvest, and at the peak of each crop’s 


ripening, can or preserve the surplus.

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FRUIT TREES 


Heavy Bearing Varieties .... For the Family Larder 


Cultural Directions 


Most wise gardeners stick to a few favor- 
ite varieties of fruit, proven to be successful 
producers in their particular locality. 

Almost every kind of a fruit tree thrives 
best in a well drained soil with an average 
amount of the essential plant food elements. 
All fruits do best in sunny spots where the 
soil is warmed, the sap runs early, the blos- 
soms set well and the fruit ripens with 
health-giving color. 

Low pockets of land where the cold set- 
tles should be avoided. Especial care should 
be given in setting out young trees to dig 
the tree holes wide and deep enough to 
give the young roots ample room to start. 
Trim off any broken roots and if the top is 
heavy with growth, prune it to balance 
with the pruned root system. Stake the 
young trees to a stout pole driven in the 
ground. 

Today the orchardist finds himself ar- 
rayed against a veritable army of insects 
and worms. No fruit crop is immune. In 
many specialized fruit areas as many as 
8 or 10 sprays are required yearly. The 
home grower can usually acquire a supply 
of quality fruit with 2 or 3 sprays. Consult 
your local county agent or nurseryman. 

Train the tree while young to 4 or 5 well 
branched limbs as low on the trunk as is 
practicable for cultivation and prune back 
well each year for several years to form a 
strong framework for later fruit bearing. 
Keep the top open so that the sunlight gets 
inside the tree. 

Cultivate thoroughly, keeping the ground 
around the tree loose and free of sod. And 
never forget that added to the edible assets 

‘of your orchard will be the picturesque 
form, and the glory of the springtime bloom.

How to Grow Grapes 


Plant the young vines in rows, allowing 
a space of 8 feet between plants. Spread 
the roots carefully and pack the soil firmly 
about the roots. Cut the vines back to two 
buds as soon as planted. Thorough culti- 
vation is essential to healthy producing 
vines. Hoe close to the vines and keep out 
all weeds. String two stout wires between 
poles along each row. The second year, 
prune the vine back again to two buds. The 
third season choose the stronger of these 
two buds and let this one shoot grow to the 
top wire. The fourth year, rub out all buds 
except four strong ones, two on each side 
of the vines to train along each wire. The 
grown vine at the end of the fourth year 
will be pruned to the framework of these 
four main stems, which will bear the fruit. 
Vine ripened fruit has the best flavor. Cut 
the fruit from the vines with shears when 
fully ripe. Do all pruning in winter when 
the vines are dormant.

Growing Bush Fruits 


Set the plants in well drained loam soil 


that has had ample organic matter worked 
into it. Set-them 1 to 2 inches deeper than 
at the nursery and firm the soil well around 
the roots. 

Red raspberries, currants and gooseber- 
ries should be spaced 3 feet apart in the 
rows. Other berries require 4 feet. 

Set the pole supports in place and train 
the plants between two wires strung the 
length of the rows. Apply commercial fer- 
tilizer each spring, working it into soil. Cul- 
tivate frequently, keeping out all weeds and 
all suckers from the berry bushes. Hoe by 
hand close to the bushes. A mulch of peat 
moss will keep in the moisture and dis- 
courage weed growth. 

In the fall barnyard manure should be 
placed around the plant roots, both as pro- 
tection through the winter and as addi- 
tional humus and organic matter to be 
worked into the soil in the spring. 

Do all pruning in the winter, cutting back 
to old growth, stocky buds.

How to Plant 
Your Roses 


When your rose plants arrive, get them in 
the ground as soon as possible. If planting 
is delayed for several days, they can be 
stored in a cool place in the package in 
which they arrived. If a longer time elapses 
before planting, dig a trench in a protected 
place and heel them in. Under normal con- 
ditions it is an easy matter to prepare the 
Spade the rose-bed to a depth of 18 
inches or twice the depth of the spade. If

possible, obtain a generous layer of well- 
decomposed manure for the bottom of the 
bed.

If manure is not available, use some 
fertilizer, following in- 
siructions on the package.
